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PER CURIAM:

We have examined the record of trial, the assignment of errors, and the
government’s reply thereto. We find the military judge did not err during presentencing
by considering a letter from the victim’s family over defense objection. See United
States v. Johnson, 46 M.J. 8 (C.A.A.F. 1997). We also find that the second addendum to
the staff judge advocate’s recommendation did not contain “new matter.” United States
v. Key, 57 M.J. 246, 248-49 (C.A.A.F. 2002). Finally, we find the appellant’s sentence is
not inappropriately severe. United States v. Healy, 26 M.J. 394 (C.M.A. 1988).



The approved findings and sentence are correct in law and fact, and no error
prejudicial to the substantial rights of the appellant occurred. Article 66(c), UCMJ, 10
U.S.C. § 866(c); United States v. Reed, 54 M.J. 37, 41 (C.A.A.F. 2000). Accordingly, the
findings and sentence are

AFFIRMED.
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
